The Grant County Fiscal Court heard 
arguments for and against a proposed 
emergency services taxing district Nov. 
20 in the first of at least two community 
forums. 

The pews in the upstairs courtroom at 
the Grant County Courthouse were filled 
as the issue of a new taxing district was 
debated for three hours. 

“We’re not asking for million dollar 
trucks,” said Crittenden Fire Chief Lee 
Burton. “We’re asking for the funding to 


do the job that has been requested of us 
by the people of our districts, by Grant 
County as a whole.” 

Grant County resident Carl Simpson 
said the fire departments need to know 
the difference between needs and 
wants. 

“Our economy is in bad shape,” he 
said. “People are losing their jobs. People 
aren’t getting to work. Two families are 
trying to pay for a house. But, the fire 
departments say they need more.” 

“People are getting upset because 
they are trying to shove this down our 
throat,” Simpson said. 


The Grant County Fire Chiefs’ 
Association proposed an emergency ser¬ 
vices tax last year to to help generate 
revenue for both fire and ambulance 
services. 

After initially proposing a tax rate of 
11 cents per $100 assessed value, the 
association dropped the rate to 7.5 cents, 
which would cost taxpayers $75 on a 
$100,000 home. 

It is estimated the 7.5 percent tax rate 
would generate about $600,000 per 
year.

Williamstown Baptist 
continues to feed 
the need for 15 years

The volunteers of the Williamstown Baptist 
Church delivered more than 603 meals on 
Thanksgiving morning. 

“This has become part of Thanksgiving tradi¬ 
tion for many people,” said Elizabeth Taylor, a 
volunteer for the church. 

This is the 15 th year the Thanksgiving Day 
meals have been delivered all across Grant 
County. 

It originated from a $500 donation made by 
Karen and Ed Neece, just before they left 
Williamstown Baptist Church because they 
moved from the area. 

They donated the money to see a need in the 
community be filled. 

The Hope Sunday School class, which the 
Neeces were involved in, envisioned a 
Thanksgiving meal for shut-ins and the needy. 

In 1997, the Williamstown Baptist Church 
fed 38 people and it has grown to tremendously 
since their beginning when volunteers prepared 
food and brought it to church. 

Now, the program has now moved to the 
Williamstown High School cafeteria to accom¬ 
modate the massive quantities’ of food. 

Cheryl Rich, the church’s secretary, is respon¬ 
sible for taking information from the families 
across Grant County about how many meals are 
needed. 

“We have become so much more efficient, 
because we delegate the responsibilities.” said 
Taylor. 

The menu included a traditional Thanksgiving 
meal, of turkey, dressing, gravy, green beans, 
mashed potatoes, rolls and a dessert. 

This year, 10 cases of green beans, 240 
pounds of mashed potatoes, 36 large trays of 
dressing, 30 turkey breasts, 700 yeast rolls and 
more than 80 desserts were used. 

Various foods were donated by several local 
businesses and members of the church donated 
the desserts.

Linder ready to fill Adams’ state representative seat

Brian Linder is heading from 
the Grant County Courthouse to 
the capitol building in 
Frankfort. 

The Dry Ridge resident, who 
has spent the past five years as 
magistrate on the Grant County 
Fiscal Court, rode a decisive 
victory in his home county to 
win the bid for state representa¬ 


tive. 

He will fill the vacancy left 
by long-time legislator Royce 
Adams, D-Dry Ridge, who 
decided to retire at the end of his 
term. 

Linder received more votes 
than his Democratic challenger, 
Wanda Cmpper Hammons, in 
each of the three-county 61st 
District. 

However, he only bested 
Hammons by 188 and 89 votes 


in Gallatin and Owen counties, 
respectively. 

In Grant County, where 
Hammons also resides, Linder 
received 2,517 more votes. 

“I was very humbled to carry 
Grant County with the percent¬ 
age that I did,” Linder said. “I 
was very humbled that they trust 
me to go to Frankfort and repre¬ 
sent them.”

Let’s talk turkey 

health care costs about one leave thousands of seniors 


S o this sequestration, 
a part of the fiscal 
cliff, only affects the 
“entitlement programs”, it 
doesn’t affect the programs 
that support seniors, like trans¬ 
portation, home delivered 
meals, senior centers and pro¬ 
tection from abuse!? Right? 

Wrong. It will have a dev¬ 
astating affect these pro¬ 
grams. 

If Congress allows seques¬ 
tration to go into effect on 
Januaiy 2, 2013, the resulting 
$54.5 billion in non-defense 
discretionary (NDD) cuts in 
FY 2013 will have alarming 
effects on programs that main¬ 
tain older adults’ indepen¬ 
dence, health and well-being. 

Moving ahead with seques¬ 
tration allows our representa¬ 
tives the opportunity not to 
make decisions about which 
programs provide the greatest 
return on investment and 
reflect the current and future 
needs of our great countiy. 

We know that supporting 
older adults in their own 
homes with home health care, 
home delivered meals and 
transportation to and from 


third the annual cost of a long 
term care facility. And, home 
is where, when asked, the 
seniors want to live out their 
remaining days. Cuts like 
those being presented also 
result in added burden and 
financial strains to the care¬ 
giver. 

In Thanksgiving tradition, 
let’s just talk turkey here! 
Speaking about meals alone, 
in Kentucky this sequestration 
will result in an 
estimated loss of 
320,341 meals 
annually. This is 
estimated to 
leave 3,411 elder¬ 
ly people without 
meals for one 
year. To com¬ 
pound this reduction in fund¬ 
ing, there is currently a “wait¬ 
ing list” of seniors who need 
and wish to have a home 
delivered meal, but, because 
of limited funding, will wait 
from one to twelve months to 
receive them. There is cur¬ 
rently not enough funding to 
cover the need. Cutting cur¬ 
rent levels of funding will 


hungry and may force them 
into long-term care facilities. 

So, is there a compro¬ 
mise? 

Well, yes there is. Congress 
could take a more surgical 
approach to the proposed 
across that board cutting that 
will take place this coming 
Januaiy. A surgical approach 
that will result in extending 
the programs like Senior 
Services of Northern 
Kentucky’s 
“Meals on 
Wheels” 
home deliv¬ 
ered meal 
program. 
Congress 
could make 
choices based 
on return on investment and 
responding to the needs of our 
countiy. Congress could also 
establish “means testing” and 
“sliding scale fee for service” 
for programs paid for by the 
Older Americans Act (OAA). 
Currently, these programs, 
which were established under 
the 1965 Older American Act, 
require that the recipient not 


be charged for the meal, the 
ride, the enjoyment at a senior 
center, the housekeeping or 
the care given in their own 
home. These programs are 
currently not “means tested”, 
and never have been! Maybe 
they should be. “Means test¬ 
ing” combined with a “sliding 
scale fees for service” could 
result in more tmly needy 
seniors being served and a 
reduction in the number of 
people on the “waiting list”. 

Call your Congressional 
Representative or United 
States Senator today and tell 
them: “There are solutions 
that will not result in the elim¬ 
ination of over 320,000 meals 
to Kentucky’s seniors. 
Solutions that may, in fact, 
result in a greater number of 
our seniors being able to be 
served!”

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DOWN AND DIRTY 

Cool plants for 
foil containers 

T his time of the year we usually start to 
think about cleaning off the front porch, 
emptying containers of declining summer 
annuals and replacing them with something a little 
showy for the fall. We hope that the old standby of 
mums will persist through the onset of winter but 
that depends on the weather and the shape the mums 
were in when we purchased them. I have seen some 
that still look largely intact and others that are ready 
to be pulled. 

I love the warm tones of mums and there is some 
nostalgia to consider.. .mums are the visual trigger 
that reminds us of the cool, bright days that makes 
autumn so comforting. But there are bolder and 
longer lasting blooms to consider for fall and early 
winter containers that more prove more long-last¬ 
ing. 

Ornamental Kale 

Pansies, of course, are one of the hardiest of 
annuals when it comes to frost and freezing tem¬ 
peratures. The word pansy actually comes from the 
French word meaning “to think”. Penser, to think, 
became pansy because the face of the bloom looks 
as though it is in deep thought...take a look. Pansy 
does not suggest faint of heart as some might think. 
Alas, this dainty bloom is equipped with the forti¬ 
tude to make it through a frost, freeze and a couple 
inches of snow. In fact, the snow is a blessing 
because it insulates the plant from the ambient air 
temperature. 

Flowering, or ornamental kale will withstand the 
worst weather fall can throw at it. The waxy texture 
of the leaves of flowering kale protects it from frost. 
Last year I received a mixed container of kale, 
grasses and pansies just 
before Christmas and it 
lasted on the front porch all 
winter long and rebounded 
in great glory come spring. 
The ruffled leaves of flow¬ 
ering kale come in just 
about every color combi¬ 
nation now. 

Ornamental grasses are 
great in a container for fall 
interest. We enjoy the 
waving brown blades in 
the garden, why not in a 
container. Most will be 
root hardy in a container 
with a little extra mulch 
during an average Kentuckiana winter. Wild oats, 
feather reed and carex are a few I have tried in the

Root protection for herbs 

Hardy sedums also lend a great deal of color and 
texture for fall containers. If you pot up a container 
of sedum 4 Autumn Joy’ earlier in the season you can 
cycle the container for display as other annuals 
begin to fade. The plant will look good even after 
the flower heads have faded to brown. Prior to a 
hard freeze sink the container in the ground or set it 
aside and mulch it well to protect the roots from 
freezing temperatures. 

Quite a few perennial herbs can withstand some 
cold while filling a container for fall interest. 
Santolina, oregano, rosemary, sage, lavender and 
thyme will do well in a container culture until freez¬ 
ing temperatures demand some root protection. 
This is the key, really. 

One way to protect container plants is to double 
pot them, sink the plant and soil-filled pot into a pot 
that is a couple sizes larger and fill the empty space 
with mulch. You can continue to enjoy the dried 
effects of ornamental grasses or sedum while pro¬ 
tecting the root system so they can remain viable the 
following season as a container plant or be planted 
out in the garden next spring. 

For perennial plants that have no lasting effects 
just plant them out in the garden or mulch them into 
your compost pile in order to protect their roots over 
winter. And, for your favorite cold tolerant annuals, 
just enjoy them as long as the season will allow and 
be glad that you had the foresight to plan a con¬ 
tainer that will last beyond geraniums and petunias.

Williamstown and Dry Ridge 
residents would be exempt from 
the tax because their cities 
already spend $1.1 million on 
fire and EMS protection. 

The maximum the rate could 
ever be is 20 cents per $100 
assessed value on property, if 
approved by the taxing district 
board. 

The fiscal court has attempted 
to address the funding issue by 
discussing an ambulance taxing 
district that would have an initial 
rate set at 1.5 cents per $100 
assessed property or about $15 
for a home valued at $100,000. 

The fire chiefs have argued 
that the ambulance tax, which 
has since been tabled indefinite¬ 
ly, would not generate enough 
revenue. 

The court also passed a fire 
ordinance in May that charges 
residents $25 on their tax bill for 
fire protection. 

However, residents can apply 
to opt out of the dues and receive 
their money back. 

The fiscal court has previ¬ 
ously budgeted $25,000 for each 
of the five fire departments in 
the county, but no money has 
been set aside for ambulance 
services. 

The Dry Ridge Fire 
Department and Rural Metro are 
the two ambulance providers in 
the county. 

Dry Ridge Assistant Fire 
Chief Jeff Nantz said he believes 
the goals of the fire chiefs and 
the fiscal court are essentially 
the same — providing the most 
service for the least amount of 
money. 

“We believe that Grant 
County is at a mission critical 
point in providing services,” he 
said. “Some of the apparatus and 
equipment has aged beyond safe 
usability and there is nothing in 
place for both short term imme¬ 
diate needs of our organizations 
as well as the long term needs.” 

Along with several letters of 
support, the fire chiefs’ associa¬ 
tion presented the court a peti¬ 
tion with 2,531 signatures of 
registered voters/land owners on 
it. 

Only 1,067 signatures were 
required on the petition to bring 
the issue to the court and 1,425 
signatures were validated by the 
county clerk. 

Everything in the fire chiefs’ 
three-year plan provided to the 
court is for immediate equip¬ 
ment needs and the replacement 
of the Corinth Fire Department 
building due to age and use, said 
Nantz. 

The only exception is the 
implementation of an ambulance 
that would be used in the Corinth 
area and operated by the Corinth 
Fire Department. 

The taxing district board cre¬ 
ated by the emergency services 
taxing district is comprised of 
seven people, including three 
appointed by the fiscal court, 
two elected land owners within 
the taxing district and two elect¬ 
ed fire fighters that are land 
owners within the district. 

Nantz said those who believe 
the district would have no 
accountability are wrong. 


“Fire districts are required to 
have audits, their records are 
public and their meetings are 
public,” he said. “Four of the 
seven members are elected the 
same as (magistrates) are and 
the three appointed members are 
appointed by elected officials. 
Whatever tax increase or 
decrease the district board pass¬ 
es, each of the seven are bur¬ 
dened with paying the same tax 
as everyone else. They have a 
vested interest to remain fru¬ 
gal.” 

Robert Beach of Crittenden 
expressed that he had an issue 
with the petition submitted by 
the chiefs because he said he 
was told that residents would be 
able to vote on taxing district on 
the ballot. 

Nantz said that it was always 
the intention to put the taxing 
district on the ballot, but it was 
discovered that an attorney gen¬ 
eral’s opinion determined put¬ 
ting a taxing district up for a 
non-binding vote was a violation 
of the law because it wasted tax 
payer’s money. 

Regardless of what the out¬ 
come of the vote would have 
been, the fiscal court ultimately 
would have to decide the fate of 
the taxing district. 

Beach, who admitted the fire 
departments need more money, 
also said had believes there 
should be a cap to how much the 
tax can be raised. 

“I’m not standing in front of 
you to stop this tax from going 
through,” he said. “I want a cap 
on it and not 20 cents. If you 
want to go to $75 a year, I would 
give you that $75. I don’t have 
an issue with that.” 

Wayne Myers of Dry Ridge 
said he supports the fire depart¬ 
ment generating more revenue, 
but the tax is too much. 

“I’m for the $25 (fire dues) 
deal, but I don’t think you should 
be able to opt out,” he said. “I 
understand that if you own 10 
pieces of property, you only have 
to pay (fire dues) for three. I 
think if you got a piece of prop¬ 
erty, then you need to pay it. If 
you’re rich enough to own 10 
properties, then you can afford 
to pay each one of them.” 

While the county is growing, 
it is not growing leaps and 
bounds like it was, said Garry 
Mulberry of Williamstown. 

In a struggling economy, 
Mulberry said the fire depart¬ 
ments need to do what residents 
have to do and limit the waste 
and cut the fat. 

“There’s only so much water 
in the well,” he said. “You’re 
going to just have to take a 
drink, not get a bath.” 

Two residents offered alter¬ 
natives to a taxing district. 

Virginia Beach of Crittenden 
proposed cities require a sticker 
to be purchased and put on all 
vehicles with the revenue used 
for fire and EMS services. 

If a new fire station is needed 
in Corinth, John Souder of Dry 
Ridge said the community need¬ 
ed to lend a hand. 

“We’ve got all kinds of talent 
in this county from people who 
can read blueprints to some¬ 


body who can pick up a ham¬ 
mer and drive a nail,” he said. 
“If we can just get a little bit of 
money and carefully do our 
research, we’ve got the talent to 
do this and save a ton of money 
without hollering tax the first 
thing out of the gate. There’s 
other ways besides tax. Fet’s 
work together.” 

Ron Walters, general man¬ 
ager for Rural Metro Ambulance, 
agreed the fire departments 
needed more funding, but he 
had issues with the proposed 
plan. 

Walters said the departments 
risk their lives everyday using 
substandard safety gear and fire 
trucks. 

“Jobs are going away. People 
are losing their houses because 
they’re going into foreclosure. 
This is not the time of prosper¬ 
ity,” he said. “This is probably 
the worst time the chiefs could 
have put this together, but they 
didn’t have an option. They’ve 
been pushed to the limit. They’re 
up against the wall. I agree with 
some of you that we maybe 
need to look at cost cutting pro¬ 
cedures because some of these 
departments do have paid peo¬ 
ple. But, if they didn’t have paid 
people, what would happen in 
the middle of the day when you 
had a call. There has to be a 
plan. Is this the right plan? I’m 
not sure. I see some reserva¬ 
tions with the taxing district.” 

Throughout this long pro¬ 
cess, Walters said he has been 
informed about what has been 
going on, but not invited to dis¬ 
cuss the issue with the fire 
chiefs’ association. 

Rural Metro currently does 
not receive any money from the 
county to provide ambulance 
service. 

Under the proposed emer¬ 
gency services tax, Walters said 
an ambulance service would get 
$50,000 — a figure that would 
not address the problem. 

“As an ambulance provider 
for the majority of this county, I 
was never involved in that plan¬ 
ning,” he said. “The budget was 
put together based on the needs 
of the fire department... I can 
tell you that $50,000 is not 
going to improve Rural Metro’s 
EMS coverage at all. It’s not 
going to improve Dry Ridge’s 
EMS coverage.” 

There were also supporters 
of the fire departments and the 
proposed taxing district. 

Dan Bates, a county plan¬ 
ning and zoning commissioner, 
said while nobody likes to pay 
taxes, it is part of civilization 
and it is done to support each 
other. 

“Would it have been worth 
$200 a year to make sure your 
child lived or even you lived?” 
he said. 

“The city of Dry Ridge one 
time had a payroll tax that was 
going to come up,” Bates said. 
“People raised cain and they 
didn’t put it in. It wasn’t two 
weeks later that a bunch of 
people were talking and saying 
Dry Ridge doesn’t even have a 
swimming people. Folks, you 
don’t get what you don’t pay 


for. You have to pay for it.” 

Dry Ridge City Council 
member Kenny Edmondson 
expressed concern that, without 
additional revenue, the DRFD 
would be forced to stay within 
the city limits when handling 
calls. 

Currently, the DRFD covers 
100 square miles, most of it 
outside the city limits. 

“I’ve been sitting on city 
council for 12 years and all I’ve 
heard from the fiscal court is, 
‘You’re going to get money,”’ 
he said. “The only money I’ve 
seen is the $25,000.” 

Edmondson said more prior¬ 
ity has been put on parks in 
Grant County than safety. 

“There’s got to be a compro¬ 
mise somewhere,” he said. 

Fong-time volunteer fire 
fighter Diana Morgan hoped the 
day does not come when she 
can’t get an ambulance to come 
to her home because the depart¬ 
ments did not have the financial 
means. 

“I think it’s a sad day when 
people don’t value their lives 
and care enough about them¬ 
selves to want to have an ambu¬ 
lance and a fire truck available 
to come and serve them,” she 
said. “I love what I do. I love 
serving people. I love helping 
people. I hate to think that the 
day’s going to come where I 
can’t do that because you all 
have shut down the fire depart¬ 
ment.” 

Jonesville Fire Chief Chase 
Duvall said it upsets him that 
the library, which receives 
money through its taxing dis¬ 
trict, takes a higher priority in 
the county than public safety. 

“The library looks like a 
beautiful facility and everyone 
should be proud of it, but I per¬ 
sonally have yet to step foot in 
it,” he said. “I should because, 
after all, I’m paying them 
$100.85. But, this library is not 
going to help us at 4 a.m. when 
one of us needs an ambulance. 
It’s not going to help us at 5 
p.m. when one of us is involved 
in a vehicle accident. It’s not 
going to respond to our property 
at midnight when our barn is on 
fire.” 

Grant County Judge- 
Executive Darrell Fink said a 
second public hearing will be 
held at 6 p.m. Dec. 13 at the 
courthouse. 

“Should that be the last pub¬ 
lic hearing, then it is reasonable 
to say that the court could ren¬ 
der a decision based on the 
information they receive at this 
public hearing and they also 
receive at the Dec. 13 public 
hearing at our Dec. 17 meet¬ 
ing,” he said. “It is possible, but 
it’s not that they have to do that. 
They have 30 days after the 
final public meeting.” 

Fink said the magistrates 
could also wait to render a deci¬ 
sion at the fiscal court’s Jan. 7 
meeting. 

“Regardless of what you 
hear, I do believe that fire 
departments need funding,” 
Fink said. “I believe they need 
revenue. How we get there is 
yet to be determined.”

Finder’s victory was the first time a 
Republican has won the state seat repre¬ 
senting Grant County in more than a cen¬ 
tury. 

Finder said he had many Democrats 
voice their support for his candidacy during 
his campaign. 

“With the direction that the national 
Democratic party is going, where they take 
God out of the platform, where they readily 
accept same-sex marriage, I think local 
people, although they’re still registered 
Democrat, they vote Republican,” he said. 
“When that long-term Democrat that 
they’ve known forever retires, that’s when 
they’re going to vote Republican and switch 
the seat. That’s what happened in our 
race.” 

Finder also believes Grant, Owen and 
Gallatin are conservative counties, pointing 
to the victories by Gov. Mitt Romney and 
U.S. Congressman candidate Thomas 
Massie in the district. 

This is the second time that Finder has 
faced Hammons in an election as the two 
faced off 2010 for a magisterial seat, which 
Finder won. 

A heated exchange at the Grant County 
forum and ads by Hammons criticizing 
Finder’s attendance at fiscal court meetings 
did not make much difference in the out¬ 
come of the election, said Finder. 

“I think we would have won this seat 
either way,” he said. “It may have added 
some margin to it. Maybe, we wouldn’t 
have won by such a big margin. But, over¬ 
all, I had a conservative record of working 
to working make Grant County better. I 
think people knew that.” 

Finder said he will likely resign as Grant 
County magistrate on Dec. 31 to make way 
for a new member of the fiscal court in 
2013. 

The governor will ultimately appoint a 
replacement to fill Finder’s unexpired 
term. 

With his new position as state represen¬ 
tative, Finder said he looks forward to 
fighting for the people of Grant County and 
creating jobs in Kentucky. 

“We’ve got to do what we can to make 
Kentucky business-friendly,” he said. 
“We’ve got to bring the jobs here.”

Coach Carl Wenderoth Classic set for Dec. 1

Grant County High School will 
host the “Coach Carl Wenderoth 
Classic” on Dec. 1. 

Wenderoth, of Dry Ridge, is an 
icon in Grant County’s basketball 
history. 

He began his coaching career in 
1957 at Ludlow High School. He 
spent the next 38 years coaching at 
Ludlow, Scott High and GCHS 
and left his mark on players, par¬ 
ents and the community. 

“We’re just trying to honor 
coach for what he did in the past 
and for the kids in this communi¬ 
ty,” said Scott Shipp, the former 
director of athletics for Grant 
County. 

Shipp knew Wenderoth not 
only as a colleague but also as a 
coach and mentor, having played 
for him at GCHS. 

“He’s a great man. The charac¬ 
ter, work ethic and responsibility 
that he taught us we didn’t appre¬ 
ciate until later in life. His players 
respect him because of what he 
taught us, which was as much 
about life as about basketball,” 
said Shipp, who now works as 
Grant County School’s director of 
transporation. 

GCHS Boys Basketball Jim 
Hicks said he wanted to honor 
Wenderoth as a tribute to Grant 
County’s past basketball success¬ 
es. 


“He meant a lot to Grant County 
basketball and we want to honor 
him for his contributions and don’t 
want to forget about the past, such 
as Grant County’s win as regional 
champions with him as coach,” 
Hicks said. 

The Coach Carl Wenderoth 
Classic will begin at 4 p.m. when 
the Gallatin County Wildcats take 
on the Scott Eagles at 4 p.m. fol¬ 
lowed by Scott County vs. Simon 
Kenton at 6 p.m. The Grant County 
Braves will face off against 
Louisville Shawnee at 8 p.m. 

The classic will feature some 
familiar faces such as Jonathon 
Jones, head coach of the Gallatin 
County Wildcats, who was a for¬ 
mer player of Wenderoth’s. 

Shipp said organizers tried to 
either get a team from every school 
that Wenderoth coached before his 
retirement in 1995 or teams 
coached by Wenderoth’s former 
players. 

Hicks said he has tried to orga¬ 
nize this type of classic in most of 
the school systems he’s worked 
in. 

“We want to build community 
and school pride through some¬ 
thing like this,” Hicks said. “It 
should be an exciting day of bas¬ 
ketball and we hope that this will 
get the community involved and 
get school spirit going like it was 
in the late 70s and early 80s, dur¬ 
ing Coach Wenderoth’s time.” 


Wenderoth was not only 
involved with basketball while at 
GCHS. He started the high school’s 
golf program in 1969. When his 
Braves won the regional title in 


1979, Wenderoth was named 
Coach of the Year in the 8 th Region. 
He was voted runner up as State 
Coach of the Year also that year. 
That victory is still sweet in 


Wenderoth’s memory. 

“We were escorted by the state 
police and the fire trucks were 
waiting for us at the county line. 
When we got to the top of the hill, 
I turned and all you could see was 
miles and miles of headlights. I 
remember that more than any¬ 
thing,” Wenderoth was quoted in 
the Jan. 14, 2010 issue of the 
Grant County News after being 
inducted into the GCHS Athletic 
Hall of Fame. 

Ten years later, he led the Scott 
High School Eagles to a 9 th Region 
Championship win and was named 
as 9 th Region Coach of the Year in 
1989. 

Other accolades include, 
Wenderoth being inducted into the 
Northern Kentucky Athletic 
Directors Hall of Fame in 1980, 
the Northern Kentucky Sports Hall 
of Fame in 1995, the Grant County 
Athletic Hall of Fame in 2000, 
Grant County High School’s Hall 
of Fame in 2010, as well as Scott 
High’s Hall of Fame, the 8 th Region 
Coaches Hall of Fame in 2010 and 
the Kentucky High School 
Basketball Coach’s Association 
Walk of Fame in 2008. 

As a coach, in basketball, base¬ 
ball and golf, he has more than 
1,100 wins. 

“There’s just not many coaches 
who have had 500 wins and it’s 
fitting for the school to honor him 
for that,” said Shipp.

Start With Trust 
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Thayer handily wins re-election bid; 
eyes Senate majority floor leader spot

Sen. Damon Thayer, 
R-Georgetown, is looking 
toward the future after over¬ 
whelmingly being re-elected 
for a third four-year term. 

In the four-county 17th sen¬ 
atorial district of Grant, Kenton, 
Owen and Scott, Thayer nearly 
doubled the vote totals — 
35,343 to 17,926 - of 
Democratic challenger David 
Holcomb. 

Thayer received 5,782 votes 
in Grant County compared to 
2,594 for Holcomb. 

“I’m veiy gratified with the 
margin of victory in Grant 
County,” Thayer said. “It was 
really overwhelming and hum¬ 
bling to receive that many votes, 
but Grant County has always 
come through for me.” 

Thayer said he is also excit¬ 
ed about Brian Linder being 
elected as state representative 
and having all four of the state 
House spots in his district held 
by Republicans. 

As for his top priority in his 
new term, Thayer said signifi¬ 
cant reform is needed to the 
public pension system. 

“We have our largest major¬ 
ity ever, 24 Republican mem¬ 
bers,” Thayer said. “For the first

time in a long time, David 
Williams won’t be a member of 
the Senate or Senate president. 
There are a lot of internal 
dynamics that have yet to play 
themselves out. I’m going to 
mn for Senate majority floor 
leader, but, in many ways that 
election may be more difficult 
than running in the general elec¬ 
tion. There are personalities and 
histoiy involved. Being popular 
in your district doesn’t always 
equate to being popular in 
Frankfort. I’m a fairly outspo¬ 
ken and aggressive senator. 
We’ll see if the majority of the 
caucus members want someone 
like me to be their floor leader 
or not.” 

The election for Senate 
majority floor leader will be in 
early Januaiy. 

With Sen. Williams leaving 


the General Assembly to 
become a judge, the issue of 
expanded gambling could see a 
resurgence in the legislature as 
well. 

Thayer joined Gov. Steve 
Beshear during the 2012 ses¬ 
sion in an effort to put expanded 
gaming on a ballot to be voted 
on by Kentucky residents. 

Ultimately, the amendment 
was not approved in the 
Senate. 

“My main focus as a mem¬ 
ber of the caucus is setting a 
new tone in Frankfort,” Thayer 
said. “The tone the last few 
years has gotten quite negative 
and I think people are tired of 
that. As far as the expanded 
gambling issue, it’s bigger than 
Sen. Williams being there or 
not. I think the votes are there 
in the Senate if the amendment 
is worded properly. It depends 
how aggressively Gov. Beshear 
wants to pursue the issue and if 
the House of Representatives 
is willing to go along. I don’t 
know that the Senate will be 
willing to take the lead on it 
this year as it did last year.” 

While the issue of expand¬ 
ed gambling can be voted on 
by the General Assembly in 
2013, it could not be put on the 
ballot until 2014 if it is 
passed.
